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MAN KILLED, 
FOUR SHOT IN 


LABOR RIOT 


30 Others Beaten as 200 


Non-Union Construction 


Workers Rout 59 AFL 
Pickets With Shotguns, 
Rifles, Pistols, Clubs. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Pupils Run Into Back 
Yards to Escape Bullets 
in Velda Village Hills 
Battle—Unionists’ Autos 
Also Are Smashed. 


One man was shot to death, four 
ethers wounded and at least 30 
more were beaten ina pitched bat- 
tle between non-union construction 
workers and AFL members who 
were trying to get them to quit 
work this morning in Velda Vil- 
lage Hills, a Pine Lawn subdi- 


vision. 
Upton Hammond, an AFL picket, 


died at noon at County Hospital of 
gunshot wounds and a fractured 
skull, He lived at 2019 Cass ave- 
nue. 

About 30 shots were fired from 
pistols, rifles and shotguns, bricks 


were thrown and clubs and 
wrenches swung as 200 non-union 
employes of the Schuermann Build- 
ing and Real Estate Co. marched 
on a line of 59 AFL pickets. The 
pickets were routed. 


Children Run to Shelter. 


Children were going to school 
when the fighting began and, as 
bullets began flying through the 
air, they ran to shelter in back 
yards. None was hurt. 

A brief skirmish between pickets, 
all of whom were AFL members, 
and non-unionists about 8:30 
o'clock, in which clubs were swung 
and a few shots fired, led to a 
cali for reinforcements. Aid was 
summoned from another Schuer- 
mann building project at 7400 Flor- 
issant road. A group of workmen 
there heard a whistle and a shout, 
“They're fighting in Velda Village!” 
The workers ran into buildings, 
came out armed with clubs and 
rushed to their automobiles. 

They drove to the Pine Lawn sub- 
division, stopping in the 320C block 
of Maywood avenue. 


March on Picket Line. 


As they approached the picket 
line, they yelled, “We're going to 
chase them — law or no law!” 
Thereupon they pushed a few depu- 
ties out of the way and walked 
toward the pickets, pounding on 
automobile tops and smashing win- 
dows as they went. 

A pitched battle broke out, during 
Which two automatic shotguns 
were fired into the air. As rocks 
and bullets flew, the AFL men, 
heavily outnumbered, retreated to 

and Hunt road. When the 
fighting ceased, one non-union 

Member was found lying on the 
ground, bleeding from the chest 
and the face. Later another was 
found lying in the street close by.

TWO MEN KILLED 
N NITROGLYCERIN 
SHED EXPLOSION 


Debris Across Mississippi 
Breaks Windows Seven 
Miles Away. 


Two employes of. the Illinois 
Powder Co, mill at Grafton, IIL, 
were killed by an explosion of 
nitroglycerin in the neutralizing 
shed at 8:40 o’clock this morning. 

Fragments of the bodies and 
clothing of the two men, Foreman 
Charles Foval and Nat L Lane, 


were found near the 20-foot hole 
blasted out by the explosion. Both 
lived in Grafton, where Lane was 
a member of the City Council. Fo- 
val, 35 years old, had worked at 
the plant for 15 years, and Lane, 
32, for 12 years. Each had a wife 
and two children. No surviving 
person suffered injury from the 
blast. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation were at the plant this 
afternoon, laoking for _ possible 
traces of sabotage or conspiracy. 
A. H. Harter, president and gen- 
eral manager of the company, said 
he knew of nothing which would 
point to any such explanation. He 
said much more damage could have 
been done by an explosion in other 
parts of the plant, which employs 
100 men. He estimated the prop- 
erty loss at $10,000 to $15,000. 

B. W. Manning, assistant super- 
intendent, and Harry Cutshall, su- 
pervisor of acid, were at the shed 
in the 20 minutes before the explo-

DROP TO 3 TO 2 IN 
CURRENT BETTING 


Even Money on How New 
York Will Go; Willkie 
Favorite in 11 States.

NEW YORK, Oct, 23.—With elec- 
tion day drawing closer betting 
odds on the outcome are getting 
correspondingly shorter. At betting 
commissioners’ offices in the New 
York financial district, Roosevelt 
is quoted as a 3-to-2 favorite while 
a $1 bet on Willkie will bring the 
winner $2 profit. The 1-to-2 odds 
on Willkie also prevail in Broad- 
way bookmaking’ establishments 
where Roosevelt money is still 
available at 8 to 5, slightly more 
than the Wall street odds. 

On New York State the betting 
is at even odds, 4-to-5 and take 
your pick. But on Pennsylvania it 
is Willkie, 7 to 5, and on Illinois 
and Ohio, Willkie 6 to 5. 

Willkie is a 7-to-5 favorite in In- 
diana, Kansas, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, and 6 to 5 in New Jer- 
sey and Iowa, with even more 
favorable odds existing in Nebras- 
ka and South Dakota.

40-Hour Work Week Effective 


Tonight; To 


Affect 2,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP).— 
The wage-hour law reaches at mid- 
night one of its two objectives— 
the 40-hour work week. 

For some 2,000,000 of an esti- 
mated 12,600,000 workers in inter- 
state commerce covered by the law, 
the change to 40 hours from the 
present 42-hour week will mean 
more leisure, or overtime pay at 
the rate of time and a half. The 
40-hour standard is not a rigid limi- 
tation. 

stizxaates by wage-hour author- 
ities of the number of workers 
covered by the law ane the num- 
ber probably affected in each 
State by the start of the 40-hour 
week included: Missouri, 352,400 
and 90,608; Illinois 975,900 and 208,- 
768. 


At the same time the 40-hour 
work week begins, the wage-hour 
agency’s new definitions of exempt- 
ed white-collar workers become ef- 
fective, exempting from the law a 
group of executive, administrative 
and professional employes and out- 
side salesmen estimated to exceed 
200,000 


The 40-hour week and overtime 
requirement, the agency said, is ap- 
plicable to the first full work week 
beginning on and after midnight. 
A work week beginning before to- 
day. need conform only to the 42- 
hour standard. 


The second goal of the wage- 
hour law—a general 40-cents-an- 
hour minimum wage—will be 


lreached in 1945. .

ABOARD WILLKIE TRAIN EN 
ROUTE TO NEW YORK, Oct. 23 
(AP). — Questioning President 
Roosevelt’s ability to keep. the 
United States out of war, Wendell 
L. Willkie headed East from Chi- 
cago today for a series of cam- 
paign addresses and a dinner con- 
ference with Alfred E. Smith. 

Willkie’s aids announced that 


Smith, 1928 Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee who is supporting the 
present Republican candidate, 
would board the latter’s special 
train at Harmon, N. Y., early this 
evening and ride to New York. 

There Willkie will make three 
night addresses, in the Bronx Coli- 
seum, at Manhattan Center and 
at the New York Herald Tribune 
Forum. 


Willkie spoke at Chicago last 
night before a cheering crowd 
which overflowed the 25,000 seats 
of the hall where Roosevelt was 
renominated last summer. He 
called on the President to say 
whether he (Willkie) had “falsified 
the record” when he charged that 
the New Deal had broken several 
1932 Democratic platform pledges. 

“If his (the President’s) promise 
to keep our boys out of foreign 
wars is no better than his prom- 
ise to balance the budget, they are 
already practically on the trans- 
ports,” Willkie said.

Approval of purchase of $3,129,- 
487 St. Louis Public Service Co. 
collateral trust notes, which would 
enable Nationa] City Lines of Chi- 
cago to control Public Service, was 
asked of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission today by the Chi- 
cago company on condition it make 
no management or service charges 
to the St. Louis company. 


A public hearing will be held by 
the commission Nov, 7 at the City 
Hall here. 

The agreed purchase price, it was 
announced with the filing at Jeffer- 
son City of the application for ap- 
proval, was $563,307. The agree- 
ment was made, subject to approval 
of the Missouri commission, with 
four New York banks holding $3,- 
066,478 of the notes and the liqui- 
dator of the Lafayette-South Side 
Bank & Trust Co. of St. Louis, 
holding $63,009 of the notes. 

In its application, National City 
Lines, a holding company, with 
wholly-owned bus subsidiaries op- 
erating in 24 municipalities in nine 
states, relates it has offered to buy, 
at the same rate, the rest of the 
$4,200,655 note issue, a total of $1,- 
071,168 held by three St. Louis banks 
and a St. Louis brokerage house 
and, in addition, about $400,000 of 
Public Service income bonds. 

How Control Could Come. 

On acquisition of the notes the 
Chicago company would be in a 
position to exercise immediate 
practical control or eventual actual 
working control of Public Service 
through the right of noteholders to 
exchange notes for an equal prin- 
cipal amount of income bonds and 
to convert the bonds into common 
stock at the rate of 60 shares for 
each $1000 bond, 

However, the president and the 
counsel for National City Lines 
have said there was no intention 
to exercise the exchange and con- 
version privilege unless the policies 
of the present management of 
Public Seavise, approved by the 
Chicago company, were changed so 
as to endanger its investment or 
the price of the Class A, or com- 
mon, shares increased so as to 
make the exchange attractive. 

On this point the Chicago com- 
pany’s application to the commis- 
sion says: “Applicant desires to ac- 
quire said securities as an invest- 
ment, as an incident of which it 
will co-operate and assist in the 
management and operation of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. and its 
transportation facilities, believing 
that such co-operation and assist-

GERMAN ATTEMPT 
REPORTED HALTED 
BY RAF INSI 


WEEKS OF RAIDING “= 


Ministry Details Massing of 
Nazi Ships and Men on 
2000-Mile Front, Reports 
on Reconnaissance and 
Bombings. 


LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP).—A full 
month and a half of day and night 
bombing of German bases along a 
2000-mile front was officially re- 
ported tonight to have smashed a 
concentrated German attempt to in- 
vade England simultaneously by 
sea and air. 

First details of the German 
preparations were described by the 
Air Ministry news service in re- 
ports from pilots who carried out 
flight after flight, first observing 
and then bombing. 

“Even now the story can only 
be told in part,” the Air Ministry 


said. 
“Until lately it would have been 


extremely unwise to let the enemy 
know how much we knew of his 
preparations and of the effect on 
them of Royal Air Force attacks.” 


Says Plans Were Known. 


The German plans have been 
known since the first threat of 
an invasion, the Air Ministry serv- 
ice said. 

“On Sept. 5 a strong offensive 
against the enemy was begun on 
a large scale and, in numerous at- 
tacks that followed by day and 
night, heavy damage was inflict- 
ed,” it declared. 

“From the first day that the 
enemy concentrated his forces in 
every available port and harbor, 
both large and small aircraft of 
the R. A. F. carried out recon- 
naissances and, as a result, brought 
back valuable information.” 

The ministry said there could be 
‘little doubt that the R. A. F.’s 
vivilance and harassing tactics 
greatly interfered with the enemy’s 
plans” all t way from Narvik, 
Norway, to Bordeaux, Frvnce. 


Massing of Nazi Forces, 


The concentration of troops and 
boats staried in early September, 
the ministry noted, when the first 
small units of German men and 
material gathered. Eackr succeed- 
ing day saw more and more im- 
posing arrivals, it continued, until 
“hundreds of barges and other war 
equipment were assembled at Ant- 


werp, Calais, Dunkerque, Ostend, 
Nieuport and Le Havre.” 
Air observers, the ministry 


went on, reported that many of the 
barges were moving daily from one 
canal to another. 

Small warships also were moved 
near the barges, which a. self- 
propelled, more than 150 ‘feet in 
length, and each capable of carry- 
inx about two (European-type) 
trainloads of men or materials, the 
account said.

SEVILLE, Spain, Oct. 23 (AP).— 
Former King Carol of Rumania, his 
red-haired friend, Magda Lupescu, 
and Ernst Urdareanu, former Min- 
ister of the Palace, were under vir- 
tual arrest today with a strong po- 
lice guard around their hotel. 


They were notified of this yes- 
terday and were to have been taken 
to Granada while the Spanish Gov- 
ernment considered their case and 
the possibility of their return to 
Rumania, but today the Foreign 
Office, apparently acting on an ap- 
peal from Carol, stayed execution 
of the removal order, pending con- 
ferences with Urdareanu. 

The former Minister, who accom- 
panied his ruler into exile from Ru- 
mania, was a badly frightened man 
and had joined Carol in pleading 
for an interview. 


Carol’s Contention. 

Carol argued in his telegram 
that international law did not sanc- 
tion the extradition of Mme. Lupes- 
cu and Urdareanu to Rumania 
“where the threat of death awaits 
them.” 

Mme. Lupescu burned documents 
in the bathroom of her hotel 
apartment last night, said a maid, 
who reported she found a deposit 
of ashes and smudges of smoke on 
the walls. 

While it was indicated that Carol 
might not be forced to return to 
Rumania, one member of his party 
said he would not be surprised if 
the former King followed Mme. 
Lupescu to Bucharest if she was 
returned there. 

A’ three appeared shocked when 
the chief of police apprised them 
of the sudden change in their for- 
tunes. Carol had beer. reported 
naking prepartions for going to 
the United States, and frequently 
since his arrival here had been in 
telephonic communication with 
Lisbon, Po. tural. 

Carol May Get to Stay. 

From usually trustworthy sources 
it was learned that Carol might be 
permitted to stay in Spain since 
he is regarded in some quarters as 
having acted under the influence 
of Mme. Lupescu and Urdareanu. 

One member of his retinue said: 

“When King Carol came back 
from his interview with Hitler

SPAIN'S WAR 
ROLE IS SAID 
TO BE TOPIC 
OF PARLEY 


Leaders and Foreign Minis- 
ters Reported to Have 
Had Two Talks on Train 
Near French Line—Third 
Is Planned. 


LISBON, Oct. 23 (AP).—Adolf 


Hitler and Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco, accompanied by their For- 
eign Ministers, met in a railway 
car at the Spanish-French border 
this afternoon, according to reli- 
able reports from Spain. 

These reports said the German 
and Spanish leaders held two con- 
versations, beginning at 4:15 Pp. m. 
and 6:15 p. m. (10:15 a. m. and 
12:15 p. m., St. Louis time), and 
were expected to meet again to- 
night. 

Their meetings were attended by 
Foreign Ministers Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop and Ramon Serrano Suner, 
it was said, 

After the afternoon conversa- 
tions, the Spanish party returned 
to its side of the border and the 


dinner. 

Earlier reports indicated that the 
meeting was taking place in the 
region of San Sebastian. 

Franco was reported to have ar- 
rived at San Sebastian yesterday 
and to have been joined today by 
Serrano Suner. A little northwest 
of San Sebastian thc railway cross- 
es from Spanish Irun to French 
Hendaye. 

It was indicated that a com- 
munique on the meeting would be 
issued tonight. It was generally 
believed that Spain’s role in the war 
against England and in Hitler’s 
“new order” in Europe was dis- 
cussed. 


ACTION AS “REAL 
WARNING” TO U.S. 


BUCHAREST, Oct. 23 (AP). — 
The Rumanian newspaper Univer- 
sul carried on its front page in 
heavy black type today a Berlin 
dispatch which said the Axis 
Powers now plan: 

The entrance of Spain into the 
war immediately, with an attack 
first on Gibraltar, the British 
Mediterranean fortress. 

Definite military and naval 
action by Japan as a result of 
Britain’s reopening of the Burma 
road for war supplies to China.

LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP).—Eleven 
bodies were removed from the 
wreckage of one of London’s larg- 
est department stores today while 
the curious, who came to see the 
results of a German bomb hit, 
went about their shopping in an 
undamaged part of the store. 

About 25 persons were believed 

» to have perished when @ heavy 

bomb smashed into the building 
last night. A store officer said it 
would be “some time before a roll 
call can be completed and the ex- 
act number of fatalities deter- 
mined.” 

The dead were employes who had 
lost their homes and had taken 
shelter in the store for the night. 

A gas main was broken during 
the attack and an oil incendiary 
bomb dropped, starting a fire 
which swept through some sections 
of the store, including a part of 
the basement beside the wrecked 
shelter. 

A number of persons dug out of 
the wreckage alive were seriously 
injured. 

Before the fire was put under 
control, the floor above collapsed 
into the basement. 


Early Night Raid. 

Air raid sirens sounded the earli- 
est night warning of the battle for 
Britain tonight and the roar of 
anti-aircraft gun: challenged the 
fir.. Nazi pnes as they droned 
overhead, 

The day had been one of London 
fog, thickened by the outpourings 
of a million chimneys, which 
blanked out German raiders even 
more effectively than it had last 
night. Bad weather also grounded 
the Royal Air Force offensive 
against Germany. 

The planes over the city tonight 
criss-crossed the sky. Above the 
deep roar of the ground guns their 
bombs could be heard at intervals. 
With every explosion, the gunners 
seemed to quicken their firing.

In spite of the dreary weather, 
it looked as if London was in for 
another bad night. 

No Morning Alarm. 

London had its second successive 
morning without an air raid, but 
shortly after noon an alarm was 
sounded.

A government communigue late 
today that daylight raids on Britain 
were restricted to “a few isolated 
attacks” by single planes which 
caused only slight damage and “a 
very small” number of casualties 
in one London area, although 
bombs were dropped on another 
London district and a south coast 
town. 

Four persons were killed and 
three were injured seriously when 
a heavy bomb demolished a London 
house last night. Rescue squads 
searched for other victims. 

London had two night alarms, 
but they were considerably shorter 
than on any recent night. Much 
of the night passed without any

Elsewhere, there were only inter- 


mittent raids except in the Mid- 
lands, where one town was bombed 
for two hours, with some persons 
killed and injured.

There were isolated attacks last 
night in Western England, South 
Wales and in the southeast, where 
British fighter planes scattered a 
formation of Nazi fighters and 
bombers in what observers estimat- 
ed was a battle of more than 100 
planes.

LOSS OF 3000 MEN

HINTED BY GAYDA 


Editor Asserts 6 of 36 Ves- 
sels With 22,000 Soldiers 
Were Destroyed — Eng- 
lish Deny Any Losses. 


ROME, Oct. 23 (AP).—Virginio 
Gayda, authoritative Fascist editor, 
said today that the six British 
ships which the Italians reported 
sinking Monday in the Red Sea

CHICAGO, Oct. 23 (AP).—Wen- 
dell Willkie said last night that if

At another point in a nationally 
broadcast interview trom his cam- 
paign railway car, the Republican 
presidential candidate repeated his 
stand for “more effective aid to 
Great Britain,” and said: 

“We must ask ourselves if an 

administration which has been un- 
able to solve our peacetime prob- 
lems for seven years can be trusted 
to solve the more difficult war 
problems. We must ask ourselves 
whether an administration which 
has weakened us at home can 
carry any weight in the brutal 
world of today.” 
He answered questions sent from 
various parts of the country in the 
third of a series of interviews 
sponsored by the Associated Will- 
kie Clubs of America. 


Should F. D. R. “See Us Through”? 


Here follows the text of ques- 
tions and Willkie’s replies on for- 
eign policy and national defense: 
Interlocutor: “Now, here’s an in- 
teresting letter, Mr. Willkie, from 
Mr. William Erickson of Kansas 
City, Mo. He says:

“Germany invaded Poland on 
Sept. 1, 1939. 

“In August, 1939, a group of men 
—trained in industry—had been 
called to Washington to advise the 
Government on plans for prepared- 
ness. In October, 1939, this group 
made a report to the President. In 
the same month of October, 1939, 
that report was filed away . 
and never has been used. 

“In May, 1940, Holland and Bel- 
gium were invaded. In June, France 
was defeated. This same June, the 
President recommended that Con- 
gress adjourn . . without appro- 
priating the necessary funds for 
defense. 

“Even today .. . the task of de- 
fense is divided between a few able 
experienced men who have ne au- 
thority . .and a larger number 
of inexperienced, untrained mem- 
bers of the official family 
none of whom has had any indus- 
trial experience. Sole power of 
laction on defense, like so many 
other powers, has remained in the 
hands of the third term candidate.” 


Preparedness and Production. 


Interlocutor: “What would you 
do, Mr. Willkie, to speed up our 
preparedness?” 

Willkie: “Preparedness is pri- 
marily a task of industrial produc- 
tion. It is a job for experts. The 
task of preparedness must. be 
turned over to experts . . men 
who understand production and 
know how to turn out guns, planes, 
tanks and ships. 

“While you all know that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has appointed an 
advisory defense commission, you 
know, too, that he has given them 
only the privilege of being advis- 
ers. Ale has not given them au- 
thority, power or _ responsibility 
; . I promise you . .if I am 
elected . that I will make the 
defense commission the real work- 
ing defense authority. They will 
be the best qualified men in the 
country. They will know how to 
organize our raw materials, plants 
and factories . . . to produce effi- 
ciently and quickly, all the equip- 
ment we need to make your home 
and mine... safe from attack.”

“‘T am a Democrat and voted

Willkie for More Aid for Britain. 


Interlocutor: “What about Mr. 
Erickson’s reference to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s foreign policy?” 
Willkie: “That depends upon 
what Mr. Erickson means by for- 
eign policy and whether Mr. Erick- 
son believes that this administra- 
tion is capable of doing what is 
necessary to carry out that policy. 
What is ordinarily meant by the 
third term candidate’s foreign pol- 
icy 1S a position against the dicta- 
tors and in favor of aid to Great 
Britain. 
“We the people of America are 
against dictators; we the people of 
America are in favor of giving aid 
to Great Britain. In fact, I am in 
favor of giving more effective aid 
to Great Britain than she is now 
getting from the New Deal. And 
it is to give that aid as well as 
for our OWN preparedness that I 
Insist that our industrial machine 
go into high gear at once.” 
Interlocutor: “What is the dif- 
ference, then, Mr. Willkie, between 
your foreign policy and that of 
the administration?” 
Willkie: “One difference is my 
determination to stay out of war. 
I have a real fear that this ad- 
ministration is heading for war— 
and I am against our going to 
war and will do all that I can to 
avoid it. The second difference 
is in action rather than in words. 
I believe if I were elected, that, my 
administration would get the job 
of preparedness and defense done 
more efficiently and in less time 
than this administration will ever 
get the job done.”

Dear Mr. Hellmich: 

Our commission is very much 
disturbed about reports that are 
reaching us, that there is a grow- 
ing practice throughout the State 
of paying amateurs to appear in 
bouts. 

There have been some recent 
comments in the newspapers that 
a fighter with an amateur rating 
has received as much as $1000 
for fighting in other states. 

Our commission is working 
with you under your rules and 
we are looking to your organiza- 

tion to prevent any abuses of 
these rules. You, of course, dis- 
tinctly understand that any ama- 
teur who receives pay ceases to 
be an amateur and becomes a 
professional. Therefore, he is not 
entitled to fight or appear in an 
amateur bout. 

In order that there may be full 
protection given to the amateurs 
and that exploitation is discon- 
tinued at once, I am requesting 
that you make an immediate of- 
ficial investigation and make a 
full written report to this com- 
mission of the findings of such 

investigation. (Signed) John J 
Griffin.

Says If U. S. Joins: 
Britain in War It 
Must Fight Wher- 
ever Empire Is 


Threatened. 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON 

EVER in our history has there 
N been such open and ruthless 

propaganda for offensive action 
that would make unavoidable our 
prompt involvement in war on the 
other side of the world—war, in- 
deed, over a range at least as wide 
as the vast stretch from the Straits 
of Malacca to the Straits of Dover. 
It might be wider. If we enter 
this war on the side of England, 
whatever we call ourselves, we shall 
be Britain’s ally. We must fight 
wherever defeat threatens, or vic- 
tory beckons. 

It now seems quite probable that 
the direction of the war has turned 
from westward to south-eastward. 
New theaters threaten in the Med- 
iterranean, the Balkans, perhaps 
Persia, the Persian Gulf and even 
India. 

That 
which “the sun never sets.” Our 
propagandists now openly say that 
to preserve democracy on earth we 
must preserve the British Empire. 
Perhaps the millions of conquered 
and exploited black peoples in Afri- 
ca and brown people in Asia and 
Malaysia are their idea of democ- 
racy; but to try to push this great, 
powerful and peaceful nation into 
wars to protect such foreign pos- 
sessions is hysteria that has broken 
all bonds of reason. 

These war-minded men advance 
measures which could take us into 
such remote and sterile fields as 
“defense of America.” They say 
that the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans are no longer barriers of 
defense but avenues of attack. 
Since Hitler can’t cross twenty-odd 
miles of the British Channel to get 
at Britain with a land army, it is 
a safe bet that he doesn’t turn up 
his nose at, the Atlantic ocean,

It would permanently 
adjourn our free economic system 
of private ownership and liberty 
of enterprise by so burdening it 
with additional debt and taxes that 
the Government would control all 
private property and absorb all pri- 
vate income in the United States. 

The real issue of this campaign 
is the awful question of peace or 
war and the preservation of our 
democracy, not from the attack of 
foreign enemies, but from the fol- 
lies of domestic theorists. 

The extent to which the admin- 
istration through action on these 
theories by sending away our pro- 
duction of armament to “keep the 
war far from our shores” is not 
disclosed to Americans. Every in- 
terested foreign influence knows 
our “military secrets” except our 
own people.

HE Battle of Britain and the 
T patue of Berlin have developed 

into a battle of radio beams. 
As already noted, England and 
Germany are running heavy sched- 
ules on their respective bombing 
airlines into each other’s country. 
Each day the pressure increases on 
each airline. The desired results 
are not profit and loss sheets, in 
the normal sense, but tests of the 
civilian capacities of the respective 
peoples, and the capacities of their 
internal mechanics to withstand 
the destruction. 


The battle of radio beams comes 


into the picture when the pilots of 
the bombers seek straight direction 
and true arrivals over desired tar- 
get cities.

Such facilities 
are found only in America, where 
we never contemplate our neigh- 
bors will jump on our radio beams 
and invade us. 


Europe has never gone in for any 
such arrangement whereby beams 
would lead directly from Paris to 
London or Berlin. Furthermore, 
while radio beams guide a pilot 
along a straight course to his des- 
tination, they offer him no certain 
check as to his position along that 
beam, except where the beam he 
is riding is intersected by another 
beam. On the other hand, Euro- 
peans concentrated, in peacetime 
airline transportation, on the sys- 
tem of determining the position of 
a plane in the air, by obtaining 
the direction of the ship from two 
radio receiving stations.

Mr. Willkie’s speeches do not stand up under anal- 
ysis. It is often hard to understand what he means. 
As an example, take the speech at Milwaukee. 

Here he defined what he termed the basic issue of 
the campaign. 

“It is the issue,” said Mr. Willkie, “of whether we 
in America can live in freedom or whether we must 
deliver ourselves and our enterprises into the hands 


of the state.” 

Further, he said: 

“It is the issue of whether or not America shall 
embrace state socialism or state capitalism or Com- 
munism, or whatever you may choose to call it. 
These are merely different names for the same thing 
—absolute and arbitrary power in the hands of the 
Government.” 

With due allowance for what may be called the 
“poetic license” of a candidate who is running for 
office, with due allowance for a looseness of state- 
ment characteristic of our presidential campaigns, 
does this definition of the issue stand up? 

Would not the Man from Mars conclude, if he knew 
nothing of the New Deal, that its purpose is to take 
over control or ownership of all business? Would he 
not conclude from Mr. Willkie’s statement that the 
issue in this campaign is democracy versus totali- 


tarianism? 
Now, there is an element of truth in Mr. Willkie’s 


definition. Under the New Deal, our Government 
has added many new controls over business—and 
if Mr. Willkie wants to label this “state socialism” 
or “state capitalism,” he is within his rights.

The American Medical Association has used a 
wide array of arguments in resisting the Federal 
anti-trust law case brought against it, and other 
defendants, in connection with the attempts to wreck 
a co-operative health organization in the District 
of Columbia.

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WHEN IS A PALL A PALL? 

The United States Weather Bureau has already re- 
ported five smoke palls over St. Louis in October. 
In the same month last year, there were but three. 

That is what James A. Worsham, press agent for 
Southern Illinois Coals, Inc., told the St. Louis Ad- 
vertising Club at its weekly luncheon. 

His information was quite correct, but if it had not 
previously been published in the newspapers, it 
would have come to most St. Louisans as surprising 
news indeed. It just happens that the trace of smoke 
discovered by the Weather Bureau’s scientific Sher- 
lock Holmeses, Charlie Chans, Ellery Queens and 
Philo Vances goes unnoticed by the man in the street, 
and, if not. is hardly regarded as a pall. So far, no- 
body has been forced to turn on headlights at noon. 

Mr. Worsham, of course, is a special pleader. He 
has been hired to get dirty Illinois coal back into 
St. Louis. So he uses whatever ammunition he can 
find against the anti-smoke ordinance. Even so, his 
logic is odd. Because there is a trace of smoke in 
the air, he urges us to let down the bars to the end 
that we may really be engulfed in soot! 

As Smoke Commissioner Tucker has explained, 
some people carried over a supply of soft coal from 
last winter and, in fairness, are being permitted to 
use it as long as it lasts. However, there can be no 
question that there has beer a marked improvement 
here. That is realized by ‘anybody who in recent 
weeks noticed the murk over East St. Louis and com- 
pared it with the clear Indian summer sunshine on 
this side of the river. 

Of course, there will be days when the wind will 
carry much of that Illinois smoke into St. Louis. 
Other factors, too, may contribute to some nasty days 
here once it grows colder. After all, the Smoke 
Elimination Committee promised to do its job in 
three years—not in one. 

Its progress so far has been amazing, but there 
is still much work to be done. Co-operation, rather 
than sniping, is still the order of the day. It might 
even be a good idea for Mr. Worsham’s Illinois mines 
to prepare their coal for use here, rather than to 
carry on their effort to make us live in filth for their 
sake. It’s good business, it seems to us, to suit the 
customer, instead of telling him he just can’t have 
what he wants, 
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WE ADD A FOOTNOTE. 

After the New York Times came out for Mr. Will- 
kie some weeks ago, Chairman Flynn of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee charged that “financial 
interests attempted to influence the news columns 
of a great newspaper.” Flynn quoted from a speech 
made by Publisher Sulzberger of the New York 
Times in 1937 in which he said that “the New York 
Times this year had lost a large amount of adver- 
tising because of its support of President Roosevelt 
during the 1936 campaign.” 

In reply to Mr. Flynn, Mr. Sulzberger states that 
no pressure from its advertisers had any effect on 
the Times’ support of Roosevelt during 1936 and 
“this is equally true in 1940. It will be true in the 
future.” Mr. Sulzberger adds: 


The New York Times is constantly under pres- 
sure from all kinds of individuals and groups, to 
Support every type of cause. Mr. Flynn omits 
that portion of my speech of 1937 which stated 
that pressure from advertisers was the excep- 
tion, rather than the rule.

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BALLOTS AS EVIDENCE IN ILLINOIS. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has made an election 
ruling which should be of much interest in Missouri. 
It has refused to issue a mandamus compelling Judge 
Jarecki of Cook County and the Board of Election 
Commissioners to destroy ballots of the 1938 state 
and congressional and 1939 municipal elections. 

The suit was brought by a private citizen who 
contended, as a taxpayer, that the law requires the 
destruction of ballots within six months after they 
are cast. Were they to be destroyed, the prosecuting 
authorities would be without evidence needed to es- 
tablish guilt in vote fraud cases in Chicago. 

The Justices of the Illinois Supreme Court have 
taken the logical view that once the ballots become 
court property, so to speak, their legal life is ex- 
tended until their purpose as evidence is served. 

In the St. Louis vote fraud cases, arising out of the 
river front bond issue election, the Missouri Supreme 
Court took the position that under the Missouri law, 
the ballots were no longer legally existent at the end 
of their legal life even though they had not yet been 
destroyed. 

If the Missouri court had no alternative, remedy 
at the hands of the Legislature is simple. The next 
session should pass a law extending the legai life of 
ballots once they come under official inquiry.

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PROOF THAT CANCER IS CURABLE. 

New hope for an eventual complete victory over 
one of mankind's scourges is offered in figures just 
announced by the American College of Surgeons on 
cases in which medical science has cured cancer. The 
survey finds 36,078 persons, once afflicted with the 
disease, who are free of it five years after treatment.

IGHT the two abortive Missouri road 

proposals that will appear on the No- 
vember ballot. Work out a future highway 
program that all the sincere good-roads 
groups can support.

ment along with a modest building program 
for the present. 

But a genuine, far-seeing plan will be 
needed, probably within the next two years.

For the present, the biggest job is to de

WELLES STRESSES 
NEED OF TRADE Ih 
LATIN AMERICA 


Asserts Solidarity in Amer- 
icas Depends Largely on 
Business Men of the 21 
Republics. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 23 (AP). 


—Sumner Welles, Undersecretary of 


State, asserted today that defense 
of the United States “must involve 
our ability to repel an attack 
against, or an attempted invasion 
of, any part of the New World.” 

“These recent years,” Welles said 
before the Advertising Club of Bal- 
timore, “have made it more than 
ever clear that the Panama Canal 
cannot be rendered secure, nor our 
own territory be regarded as safe 
from invasion by air, unless the 
territory of our neighbors to the 
South is equally secure. And that 
cannot be achieved without’ the 
loyal friendship of the other Amer- 
ican Powers.” 

The success of continued Amer- 
ican solidarity, Welles asserted, de- 
pends to a large extent on the busi- 
ness men of the 21 republics “for 
there is no greater reinforcement 
to friendly political relations be- 
tween countries than a large vol- 


ume of fair and profitable trade.” 

Emphasizing that “the primary 
objective of all the American re- 
publics at this time is to strength- 
en the economies of all,” Welles 
declared that in the future there 
must be a much higher degree of 
diversified local production, both of 
raw materials and manufactured 
articles, which in the long run 
would benefit all. 

Another move which holds prom- 
ise of mutual benefit, Welles said, 
was the stimulation of production 
on the American continent of 
strategic raw materials—essential 
for fhational defense — including 
rubber, quinine, manila hemp, man- 
ganese, tin and chromium. 

“There has never been a time in 
the history of the country,” Welles 
concluded, “when hemispheric sol- 


idarity was more vitally necessary 
to each of the American republics, 
including the United States — and 


never a time when hemispheric 
solidarity was such a reality.”

GEORGE B. CORTELYOU SR. 


PFO. B CORTELYOU SR. 
FINANCIER. DIES AT 78 


Confidante of Three Presidents 
Begar. as Stenographer — 
in T. R.’s Cabinet. 


HUNTINGTON, N. Y., Oct. 23 
(AP).—George Bruce Cortelyou Sr., 
confidante of three Presidents, hold- 
er of three Cabinet posts, and one 
of the nation’s outstanding finan- 
ciers, was found dead in his bed 
today. He was 78 years old. 

Mr. Cortelyou was found dead by 
lhis wife, the former Lily Morris 
‘Hinds of Hempstead, N. Y., when 
she went to his room about 7 a. m. 
Last Friday he had suffered a 
heart attack, his son George B. Jr. 
said, but rallied and appeared to 
be recovering. 

Mr. Coltelyou, a former president 
of the Consolidated Gas Co. of New 
York, which became one of the 
largest and most important utilities 
of the country during his adminis- 
tration, retired five years ago. 

He began his governmental ca- 
reer in 1891 as a private secretary 
to the Fourth Assistant Postmaster- 
General. Later he was stenograph- 
er, executive clerk, confidential 
clerk and secretary to three Presi- 
dents—Cleveland, McKinley and 
Theodore MRoosevelt—and under 
Roosevelt held the Cabinet posts of 
Secretary of Labor and Commerce, 
Postmaster-General and Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

He was with McKinley when the 
President was shot by an assassin 
at Buffalo, N. Y., and remained 
beside his stricken chief’s bedside 
night and day until his death. 
Born in New York City July 26, 
1862, Mr. Coltelyou was the son of 
Peter C. and Rose Seary Cortelyou. 
He was a descendant of Jacques 
'Cortelyou, a Huguenot who came 
to this country in 1637. His ances- 
tors played a prominent part in the 
colonial and revolutionary history 
of New York State. 

As a youth he entered the New 
England Conservatory of Music at 
Boston, intending to prepare for a 
Career in music. After several years 
he returned to New York to con- 
tinue his musical studies under pri- 
vate tutors, meanwhile pursuing a 
course in stenography merely as an 
adjunct to his general education. 
He was so successful as a ste- 
nographer from the start that he 
decided to follow that profession 
rather than music. 

It was while employed in the 
Postoffice Department that Presi- 
dent Cleveland heard of Mr. Cor- 
telyou’s efficiency and appointed 
him stenographer to the President 
in November, 1895. From that time 
on he was a member of the White 
House executive staff until appoint- 
ed @ member of Theodore Roose- 
velt’s Cabinet. 

At the conclusion of his Govern- 
ment service he was elected presi- 
dent of Consolidated Gas.

DEMOCRATS HEAR 
ANDERSON ASAI 
DRAFT AT RALLY 


3500 City Jobholders and 
Party Ward Workers 
Surprised by Congress- 
man’s Attack. 


Congressman C. Arthur Anderson 
of the Twelfth District surprised 
an audience of 3500 city jobholders, 
ward workers and party leaders at 
a Democratic mass meeting last 
night by devoting most of his talk 
to an attack on the compulsory 
military training program. 

Speaking at Triangle Hall, 4100 
South Broadway, Anderson caused 


a murmur to run through the hall 
when he denounced the Selective 
Service Act as grossly premature. 
His criticism was received in silence 
by the otherwise demonstrative 
overflow crowd. He is a senior 
member of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee. , ; 

“We do not have the essentia 
equipment for our present standing 
afmy,” said Anderson, “and it will 
take many months to give’ that 
army the kind of equipment that 
modern defense demands. We are 
wholly unable to train millions of 
young men at this time in the 
proper use of modern weapons and 
modern methods. 

“Wasting Time, Money.” 

“Unless and until we can give 
these men the kind of training that 
modern warfare demands, we are 
wasting time and money, and dis- 
turbing the economic order of the 
nation in an unwise experiment. 

“T am one of those who believes 
that the United States can be better 
defended with a highly mechanized 
army of a half-million troops, than 
with 10 million soldiers armed with 
rifles. I believe it is perfectly stu- 
pid to train 10 pilots when there 
are only three planes available for 
them to fly, and I am utterly op- 
posed to calling men from the ci- 
villian life to send into canton- 
ments, where there are not ade- 
quate housing facilities and where 
there is not available equipment 
with which to train them. 
“Here and now I want to reaf- 
firm and renew a pledge I have 
made in every campaign—that so 
long as I serve in Congress, I will 
never cast my vote to send our 
boys to participate in somebody 
else’s quarrels and wars.” This last 
assertion stirred his listeners to 
applause. 

Many Leaders Puzzled. 
Anderson, seeking his third two- 
year term in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is a former Prosecuting 
Attorney of St. Louis County. He 
has received the consistent support 
of the city Democratic machine in 
campaigns for re-election, and his 
remarks last night denouncing com- 
pulsory military. training, which 
has the support of President Roose- 
velt, puzzled many of the machine 
leaders, who are accustomed to 
laudatory speeches at such meet- 
ings. 

Senator Bennett C. Clark, who 
introduced Anderson last night, 
said later to reporters he was thor- 
oughly in accord with Anderson’s 
talk.. Asked if he thought it was 
“politically inexpedient” at this 
time to attack conscription, Sen- 
ator Clark declined to comment. 

Mayor Dickmann, who received 
a one-minute ovation from the 
gathering, assailed the distribution 
of letters by the “People’s Com- 
mittee to Defend Life Insurance 
and Savings,” with headquarters at 
Philadelphia, predicting that if 
Roosevelt is re-elected inflation will 
cause life insurance policy holders 
to lose half of their investments. 


FROM BANKRUPTCY TO RICHES 
WITH GOD AS BOARD CHAIRMAN 


R. G. Le Tourneau, Machinery 
Manufacturer, Tells of Growth 
of Concern in 12 Years. 
CHICAGO, IIl., Oct. 22 (AP).—R. 
G. Le Tourneau, machinery manu- 
facturer, who says his board chair- 
man and majority stockholder 
is God, related yesterday how he 
rose from bankruptcy to a million- 
aire’s rating in 12 years. 
“I had a little foundry back in 
the boom period that was doing a 
modest business,” he recalled. 
“Then the depression flattened me. 
I was bankrupt and several thou- 
sands in debt. ‘In my extremity I 
turned to the Lord for guidance. I 
promised a part of my income for 
missions. I started going again on 
faith. 
“The Le Tourneau Foundation 
now owns 67.5 per cent of the 450,- 
000 shares in the company and uses 
the income for missionary and 
evangelistic purposes. Last year, 
with the Lord as chairman of our 
board, we made $1,816,470, but that 
money didn’t go for private profit. 
Nine-tenths of it was used in 
spreading the teachings of the 
chairman of our board.” 
He said the foundation was rated 
at $13,000,000 and the company’s 
sales last year amounted to $7,- 
731,325.

DIAGNOSIS: Some personalities 
who are meek and docile on the 
job, compensate when they get be- 
hind the wheel of a high powered 
car. Its purring motor and great 
speed greatly magnify the strength 
and swiftness of a weak human be- 
ing. A motor car thus may stimu- 
late a driver to recklessness, much 
as a mob will reassure timid souls 
and incite them to all sorts of 
violent action. I have previously 
described such mob psychology and 
have shown that one of its effects is to produce anonymity of 
the individual, who feels, he can escape personal responsibility 
for his own acts by being lost in a sea of faces. In addition to 
this loss of personal identity, comes an appreciation of great 
power, for the mobster feels his strength magnified by the 
hundreds of other men in the crowd. 
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AN AUTOMOBILE apparently produces both of these psy- 
chological effects on the weak human being at the wheel. By 
being enclosed in a sedan, he presents a camouflaged appear- 
ance, for he looks like a tank or large moving piece of machin- 
ery. His human appearance is greatly hidden. As a result, he 
throws off many of his human restraints or inhibitions. Be- 
cause the other motorists don’t look like human beings, either, 
he loses much of his altruism or human kindliness, Military 
men realize that it is far easier to bombard the enemy at a 
distance or even to throw burning gasoline over an enemy tank, 
than it is to rip open a single adversary with a bayonet or burn 
Why? Because when we 
don’t recognize our enemy as a human being, we can be much 
more cruel and unfeeling in our treatment of him.

SINCE THE automobile camouflages our fellow motorists 
and also hides us, we grow primitive in our emotions when we 
drive our cars. We are thus more easily inflamed to brutality 
and receive less external stimuli for‘kindliness and gentleness. 
It is possible to force an uncouth brute into a reasonable display 
of table manners by publicizing the disgracefulness of eating 
pie with a knife or dunking his doughnuts in the coffee. In 
similar fashion, we can compel ourselves to become more polite 
as motorists by publicizing such violations of highway etiquette 
and constructing rating scales for our own motoring behavior.

“You will, of course, include an 
evening dress in your week-end 
wardrobe. Bring one or two out- 
fits for Saturday and Sunday after- 
noons.

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School Child 
Should Have 
Proper Rest

OSE MARIE’S mother is wor- 
R ried about the sleep her daugh- 

ter loses by sitting up late to 
talk to her boy fri-nd. - 9se Marie 
is 14 and the boy is the same age. 
They see each other every day in 
school and every evening as well. 
They attend the movies three 
times a week and find other places 
of entertainment for the remaining 
evenings. Rose Marie does not 
get to bed any night before 12 and 
she has to be up at seven every 
morning in order to get to school 
on time. Rose Marie’s mother is 
worried but doesn’t know what to 
do about it. 

As long as my opinion has been 
asked, lere it is. I thin: that 
Rose Marie’s mother and father, 
and the boy’s parents as well, 
ought to do their duty by their 
children and see that they go to 
bed every evening during the 
school week at 9 o’clock. Chil- 
dren have to have a good night’s 
rest if they are to attend to their 
business of growing and learning. 

A boy and a girl of 14, in fact 
any adolescent, should not be 
allowed to give so much time to 
each other. Emotions that should 
be allowed to slumber peacefully 
for some years are likely to be 
“roused making the relationship of 
a boy and girl premature and there- 
fore unhealthy. Its effects cannot 
but be injurious. The children do 
not understand this. They are fol- 
lowing their instinct and by giving 
it too much encouragement are cul- 
tivating sex interest out of all 
proportion to their use for it. 
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WHEN THIS happens the chil- 
dren’s parents are usually to 
blame. Most children are normal 
in this aspect of their lives and, 
if their parents are alert, ready 
to do their duty, they prepare the 
children for this stage of their 
growth and direct them through 
the first stages. If direction is not 
enough they use their authority. 


For some reason (I believe it 
is a mistaken idea of modern child 
training) some parents seem to be 
afraid of speaking with authority 
to their children, even the very 
little ones. Modern training does 
not call for such weakness, such 
timidity. It calls for the intelli- 
gent understanding of children’s 
growth, and the difficulties and 
dangers of the various stages of 
growth. 

Children have to depend upon 
their fathers and mothers for this 
understanding and guidance. No- 
body else can supply it. Parental 
wisdom and love must act as sword 
and shield for the inexperienced 
young ones. 

We find, in our school, that it 
is better to have the children con- 
fine their evenings out to the week 
end. Then wise parents select 
the picture their children are to 
see, set the time they are to see 
it, and insist that the boy say 
good-night at the door, and prompt- 
ly. The “sweet sorrow” of the 
parting is not to be prolonged 
until the morrow. 

Help children to enjoy their child- 
hood and to keep the experiences 
of post-adolescence for that time. 
Premature experience ig never 
healthy.

ERHAPS I went to Germany 

with some romantic ideas, only 

half admitted to myself, about 
what life in wartime would be like. 
During the first few weeks I spent 
in Berlin 1 was seldom surprised 
by dramatic signs of war but I was 
never-endingly surprised by the ex- 
tent to which the small, day-to-day 
business of life is. thrown out of 
kilter by the war. Mailing a let- 
ter, sending out the laundry, buy- 
ing a handkerchief, or a tempting 
peach in a window—such things 
as these were so cluttered with red 
tape and regulations that they 
seemed to verge on the impossible. 
The major business of life—except 
that the food was bad—appeared 
to flow on with smooth regularity 
but such events as getting a new 
electric light bulb in one’s hotel 
room seemed to tax all of the re- 
sources of the Third Reich. Any 
sort of indignant protest was met 
with the weary reply, “What do you 
expect in wartime?” 

My first two days in Berlin gave 
ample evidence of what the people 
of Germany are up against in mere- 
ly accomplishing that daily busi- 
ness of living that is taken for 
granted in America. By noon of 
the first day of our arrival we 
were congratulating ourselves, too 


swiftly I found, on how simply and ° 


quickly we had solved apparently 
insuperable problems. 

Dick had found that a very val- 
uable trip for foreign correspond- 
ents was starting the next day—one 
of the rare chances for newspaper- 
men to get the little first-hand 
news they ever can get in Ger- 
many—and had arranged to be in- 
cluded in spite of arriving at the 
last minute. The trip was to start 
at 6 o’clock the next morning. Since 
he had lots to do he asked me if 
I could take care of cashing a check 
and packing a bag for him. : I 
had all afternoon and thought noth- 
ing could be simpler. Nothing 
could have been—in America. 

First the money. I went to the 
American Express Co., only a block 
away, armed with both American 
Express checks in dollars and some 
in’ Reichmarks. The checks in 
dollars, however, were completely 
and immediately spurned. They 
said that the only possible way of 
cashing them was to mail the 
checks to America and wait until 
they came back again to Berlin in 
the form of marks. The whole 
transaction would: be at a ruinous 
rate of exchange, and cost very 
high fees. As an alternative I said 
I wanted to cash a check for 1000 
Reichsmarks. Fora time all 
seemed to be going well. I had to 
show my passport and answer a 
great many questions before the 
clerk said that he would cash it. 

“You can get 50 RM (about $10) 
today and the rest at a later time,” 
said the neat, blond-mustached lit- 
tle man behind the cage. 

“Oh, no,” I said firmly. 
have it all today.” 

His round, startled eyes peered 
out at me as if he were looking at 
a phenomenon he had never seen. 
before. 

“But these are traveller’s marks, 
madam, traveller’s marks. It is 


“T must 
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against the law to give out more 
than 50 a day to anyone. If you 
are staying in Germany for some 
time perhaps I could enter them 
for a few days ahead in your pass- 
port but I shouldn’t do it, I may 
get into serious trouble.” 

“Well then,” I said, “give me just 
ordinary marks, if traveller’s marks 
are so difficult.” 

I regretted this remark as the 
clerk now began to treat me gently 
as if I were not quite of sound 
mind, 


After long discussion and with 
the help of influential friends from 
the American Embassy, and after 
Dick had come to present his pass- 
port in person, an agreement was 
finally reached which enabled us 
to get half of the money. This had 
necessitated a special permission 
from the Reichsbank to allow us 
to have a regular allowance of 
100 RM a day. : 


I returned to our hotel with only 
slightly shaken confidence, to pack 
a small bag for Dick to take to 
Western Germany. Then I remem- 
bered that I had sent every single 
one of his shirts to the laundry. 
I rushed to the lobby and asked 
when the laundry would come back. 


“In eight or 10 days, Gnadige 
Frau,” said the fat porter, cheer- 
fully. 

I protested that I must have 
them back, even if dirty, by the 
next morning very early. He final- 
ly convinced me that it was im- 
possible. The laundry was at a 
distance, there were no delivery 
trucks in Germany since the war, 
so that the laundry was now com- 
pletely inaccessible. 

A few minutes later as I was 
about to go out to buy a few shirts 
and handkerchiefs the wife of one 
of the American newspaper men 
called to ask whether there was

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anything she could do to help me 
get settled in Berlin. I asked her 
to tell me how shirt sizes were de- 
scribed in German as I had to buy 
Dick some shirts right away. 
“Don’t you know that you can’t 
buy anything?” she gasped. 
“What do you mean, not any- 


thing?” 

“Why,” she explained, “you just 
can't buy things—at least not 
clothes of any kind. If you stay 
long enough in Germany you can 
apply for a clothes card after you 
have been here for six months. 
Then in a month or more you will 
get it and you can buy a limited 
amount of things. But all that has 
been in the American papers,” she 
added, seeming to be mystified by 
such ignorance,

Same impression on me then that 
it did now. Rather dispirited I 
packed a little bag with no shirts 
and worse still, as Dick was com- 
ing down with a cold, with no 
handkerchiefs. 

On the second day I had a 
chance to spend almost the whole 
day walking around Berlin. The 
streets were peaceful because of 
the absence of all cars, except army 
cars and trucks, a few taxis and 
the very small number of private 
cars allowed to operate during the 
war for business purposes. I was 
surprised at the signs of normal 
amusements. The wall posters 
promised interesting theater and 
opera programs for the coming 
season. Huge posters with life- 
sized orange forms of lions and 
tigers showed that the summer 
circus season was about to begin. 
An official Government-sponsored 
exhibition had the most prominent 
place among the announcements. 


Treatment of 


Arthritis

T would be numerically impos- 
| sible to take care of all arthritis 

patients in the United States in 
hospitals and, in fact, it is a fair 
statement to say that there are not 
enough doctors in the country to 
give adequate attention to all the 


arthritis sufferers and tend to the- 


rest of the sick, also. At any rate 
a great deal of what the patient 
with arthritis has done in the 
way of treatment, he either does 
himself or some member of the 
family does it. The American Med- 
ical Association recognizes this and 
has just published a recommended 
list of measures in physical therapy 
that can be carried out at home. 

Everybody, even the patient with 
arthritis, recognizes that physica) 
treatment is the best for the con- 
dition. Physical therapy includes 
the use of heat and cold, manipu- 
lation and exercise of some kind. 
Every arthritic learns that the use 
of pills and medicines is of only 
temporary benefit, and besides is 
likely to upset the stomach. It’s 
all right to say climate and a spe- 
cial sanitarium for arthritis, but 
that is beyond the means of most 
people and besides, in my opinion, 
the benefits of climate are over- 
rated. Altogether, I am very much 
in favor of the home treatment of 
arthritis. 


x * * 

OF COURSE, all arthritis is not 
the same. There are different kinds 
of arthritis, such as chemical and 
infectious and degenerative. Some 
cases which are thought to be 
arthritis are not arthritis at all, 
but simply an injury such as a dis- 
located knee cartilage, or a small 
bone fracture. But in the course 
of time even these traumatic forms 
of arthritis have two character- 
istics that all forms of arthritis 
have—they are painful and there 
is limitation of motion. And no 
matter what the cause or classifi- 
cation, those are the symptoms 
that physical treatments are likely 
to help. 

I intend to describe some physi- 
cal methods of treatment of arth- 
ritis this week. One will be on 
manipulation, one on the use of 
heat and cold, and one on exercise. 
But first there is some general ad- 
vice which the arthritic patient 
should take to heart. The most 
important pieces of such advice 


are the counsel of patience; map 
out a program of treatment and 
stick to it. 


The patient with arthritis is in 
one or two respects the most un- 
fortunate person on earth—every- 
body can see he is limping or else 
is crippled in the hands, and 
everybody wants to give him ad- 
vice and he can’t even walk away 
from it. His mind tends to be- 
come very changeable. 


I recently heard a man who is 
at the head of a large business or- 
ganization telling with great ear- 
nestness about some machine for 
the cure of arthritis. As I got it, 
if you stand in front of the ma- 
chine with a glass of tomato juice 
in one hand and an orange in the 


other, they have different poten- 
tialities and the machine can tell 
what kind of arthritis you have. 
Then you put them down and roll 
over and the machine treats you 
for it. This man didn’t know 
whether the machine was electric- 
ity or what it was. If somebody 
tried to sell him the same kind of 
idea about his business he would 
be hustled out in no time. 

" Now, I don’t care what he does 
with his arthritis. But what he 
was doing is typical of the kind 
of advice the poor arthritic patient 
is always getting. And it puts him 
off the track and keeps him mixed 


up.

As I walked through the district 
of large department stores I was 
surprised at the tempting displays 
in the windows. People were look- 
ing wistfully at the clothes they 
couldn’t buy, except in such small 
quantities as to represent only the 
minimum replacement necessary in 
the most modest wardrobe. Oc- 
casionally a silk garment, or a pair 
of leather gloves, or a window full 
of furs were marked “Frei” (free). 
This didn’t mean that they cost no 
money, but that they were free in 
the sense of not costing any of the 
precious 100 points of the year’s 
clothing allowance. 


I was puzzled by the presence 
in drug store windows of soap. I 
had been told that there was abso- 
lutely no soap in Germany, except 
the imitation product which one’s 
special card entitled one to. I later 
found out that the displays in 
store windows are governed as is 
every other detail of life by Gov- 
ernment regulation. Storekeepers 
are obliged to put a fine display 
of all possible wares in the win- 
dows and nothing can ever be sold 


out of a show window. The pack- 
ages of soap were simply empty 
containers. 

I was attracted by the sight of 
small crowds down some of the 
side streets and went to investigate. 
In each case it turned out to be 
the lines waiting in front of the 
food stores. Fruit and vegetables 
are frequently sold from little open 
stalls at the curb and these had 
the longest lines. I spoke to some 
of the women waiting to get some 
plums and cherries. They spoke 
of the fresh fruit as a child speaks 
of a visit to the circus when he 
has saved his pennies and counted 
the days for long weeks. They 
stood in line, quiet and patient, 
with nothing to do to while away 
the time but to read over and 
over the huge sign in front of 
them, “Eat more Fruit, it preserves 
your health.”

S I walked on and on along the 
A streets I peered eagerly at the 

women and girls, wondering if I 
could guess just from looking at 
them how far Hitler had succeeded 
in imposing his ideals of woman- 
hood on them. 

If they had really been told not 
to patronize beauty parlors, they 
had not taken that advice too 
seriously. The neat blond curls 
were indistinguishable from those 
of New York girls. Polished nails 
were seen less often, but the shades 
in vogue were identical with cur- 
rent New York favorites. Our wild- 
est designs of open sandals and 
wedges look stodgy and conserva- 
tive compared with the bright-col- 
ored sandals, often with wooden 
soles or tremendously thick cork 
soles, that all the young girls were 
wearing, over bare feet. Tailored 
suits, usually a good deal too tight, 
and unbecoming felt hats, shaped 
almost exactly like men’s hats, 
were almost the universal] costume, 
very often surmounted by a big 
fox fur. 

I stopped to read one of the of- 
ficial government posters put up 
on noticeboards along the _ side- 


walks. An announcement in huge 
letters was addressed to “All 
Women.” It exhorted the women 


to remember that the work that 
they did in their homes—caring for 
their children, cooking the meat, 
sewing, cleaning the house—was all 
as necessary a part of the war as 


ethe part played by the soldiers at 


the front. Then it went on to urge 
any girl, or woman, who had any 
time whatever to spare to register 
with the National Socialist Wom- 
en’s organizations. The organiza- 
tion could then assign her to work 
relieving some other woman of the 
care of an invalid or a household, 
so that the latter would be free 
for factory work. “Remember, you 
are at the front too,” it read.

Answer: Your best line of play, 
by far, is to win the opening lead 
with the heart ace and immediately 
to ruff a heart. Then cash the 
spade king and ledd to dummy’s 
ace. If both opponents follow to two 
rounds of spades, insuring a 33 
trump break, your contract is vir~ 
tually “on ice.” Ruff another heart, 
enter dummy with a diamond or a 
club, and ruff the last heart. Now 
re-enter dummy with a diamond or 
club and cash the spade queen, 
drawing the last outstanding trump 
and discarding your only loser, the 
diamond. Your own cards are then 
good. If, on your play of the sece 
ond trump, one opponent failed to 
follow, you wofilld abandon the 
“dummy reversal” play because you 
could not afford to shorten youn 
own hand further. You would draw 
all the trumps and take recourse to 
the diamond finesse. (No demerits 
for taking the diamond finesse, but 
if you played as outlined above, 
take 25 points CREDIT.)
